The Republican challenger .in the Second Congressional District race. Bill Marcy, is 
actively campaigning.and-raising funds, in the cities of Jackson, Mississippi, and 
GreenvrHe,iMssissippi.-he has-placed large billboards promoting his candidacy. These 
advertisements have been displayed on a continuing basis for at least four weeks. 
Also, at lease one advertisement has been placed in a local newspaper (The 
Carthaginian) supporting Mr. Marcy. These advertisements lack the disclaimer as 
required by 11 CFR 110.11(c)(2)(i), (ii) and (ili). 

The cost? a>̂ &aciated with an extended billboard rental in tiie State's largest media 
markGt wc'jid It ijjger the candidate's FEC registration and reporting requirements by 11 
CFR 100.3(a) and 102.13(a)(2.). Despite months of active campaigning, including travel 
to various events, design, production and distribution of campaign literature, and 
billboard placement, Mr. Marcy has not filed any required reports. 

A.dditionally. Mr. Maroy is operating a website (wvyv/.bill'.yiafcvfo;conqress.com) and 
possibly another (www.bvebvebennie.corn̂ . although the lack of filed reports makes it 
impossible to determine how much it cost and to whom the fees were paid. He lists two 
campaign offices: • 

Real People Helping Real People " 
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The candidate has failed to disclose any lease payments associated with these two 
offices. 

The above-detailed actions violate the letter and spirit of our campaign finance and 
election laws. I trust that a prompt and full investigation into these charges is 
forthcoming. If additional infbrmation is needed, please contact me.
